The minutes of the last regular 
session were read and confirmed. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

The following communication was 
read by the clerk, from T. F. Rut tan, 
late tax collector : 

“1 am«in receipt of yourletter of the 
4th inst. and have noted the contents. 
All my Ixioks and papers are now and 
have been, since on or before the 18th 
day of June list, in the custody of the 
town council or its officials, and from 
these books or panel's all the inform¬ 
ation required by the resolution of the 
council, cran lie obtained. I distinctly 
deny the right and authority of the 
town council to rescind what was done 
on the 18th of June last, when resolu¬ 
tions were passed authorizing the pay¬ 
ments to me of my commissions on the 
extra collections and expressing the 
council's satisfaction as to the explan¬ 
ations, t hat I then made to the coun¬ 
cil. I have settled with the town 
council and have paid them in full, and 
have l’cecived my commissions and 
salary in full, in pursuance of the res¬ 
olution of the council, and 1 do not 
propose consenting to have the matter, 
in any way, opened up anew. The 
town council, I believe, are to have the 
hooks of the town audited liy the Gov¬ 
ernment officer, and when that Gov¬ 
ernment audit takes place, I expect to 
he iii town and available to appear 
before the auditor and make any and 
all explanations, which ho may require 
from me, Imt as the facta, relating to 
the matter referred to in your letter, 
have been fully gone into before the 
council, and the whole details are 
known to the individual members of 
the council I cannot see that any good 
ran arise from my trying to make anv 
further statements in connection with 
the matter, and as I have 
been threatened in more than one way 
in connection with this matter, I do 
not propose doing anything more. 
This letter, of course, is written with-1 
out prejudice to my rights and must , 
be treated as so written.,

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SIN OF EXCESS IN GOODNESS 

Men Over-Emphasize a Good Thing Until 
It Becomes an Essential Evil. 


Dr. Newell Dwight HUlls, of Ply¬ 
mouth Church, Brooklyn, N.Y., preach¬ 
ed from the following text: “Be not 
righteous overmuch.” — King Solomon 
in the Book of Proverbs. 

Last week a handsomb youth, built 
like a giant, and known <74 two conti- 
wente for hta medals gained In athletic 
contests, was detuined at Ellis Island, 
with all the probabilities that he would 
be deported to his old home in Ireland. 
Murphy came to New York as u first- 
cabin passenger, and brought with him 
his silver cup that he won in the walk¬ 
ing race, the medal he received for a 
running contest, and various tokens 
that published his career as an athlete. 
But, strangely enough, when the youth 
passed the examining physicians there 
was something in his pallor and walk 
that attracted the attention of the United 
States Marine Physician, who ordered 
young Murphy to be sent to Ellis Island 
for careful physical examination. 

The Board of Physicians reported 
that In over-developing his heart and 
his speeding muscles he had atrophied 
the other muscles of his body, and 
worn the heart out by compelling it to 
force the blood through the great, 
thick bunches of muscles in lhc legs 
and arms. It seems that there is a 
typo developed called ”lhe over-athle¬ 
tic type." 

His excess ruined him. By forcing all 
the blood and food lo one part of the 
body he slowly robbed the other 
organs. Yet ull the time Nature was 
storing up her penalties. At hist the 
retribution has come; the sword of 
Damocles has fullen. Nature whispers 
“too much.” The two-hundred mile run 
hus ended In a hospital. That is a 
brief resting place in sight of the grave¬ 
yard. 

ALL EXCESS FATAL. 

The world is full ol examples of ex¬ 
cess. Men over-emphusize a good thing 
until it becomes an essential evil. The 
wise man suid even of goodness : “Bo 
not overmuch righteous.'' Moses saw 
that it was a good thing to keep 
the Sabbath for brooding, song, prayer, 
worship, family love. Being u guod 
thing, the old Hebrews straightway be¬ 
gan to extend the law, until they would 
not wear shoes on Sunday lest tlrty 
thresh out the grass seed in wulklft^ 
across Ihe lawn. They would not kindle 
a fire to warm the broth for a dying in¬ 
valid, lest they break the law of work. 

Moses suid to a man who had stolen 
some sheep that it was u good thing tc 
sacrifice one of his own iambs as un 
outer sign of his inner sorrow, and 
also to send home all the sheep he had 
stolen. But. it being a good thing for a 
bad man to sacrifice a lamb to show 
that every sin costs something, in a 
little fvhlle the Hebrews became so 
overmuch righteous thut one duy a 
Hebrew king killed 20,000 sheep and 
burned them, and every time u ruin- 
storm came up the Hebrew farmer be¬ 
gan to say : “How many lambs must 
I kill to keep God from sending a cloud¬ 
burst to the hillside?” Prayer was a 
good thing in reviewing the events of 
the duy, so, running to an excess, the 
Phurisees began to make long prayers 
on the streets and carry around u cane 
on which they cut notches every lime 
they said u prayer an hour long. 

Finally the religiun of outer sign and 
symbol had developed into a complex 
system* of rules und sacrifices, and 
kneelings and risings that broke faitli 
down by its very bulk. In outer obser¬ 
vance they were overmuch righteous. 
One day Jesus told the Phurisees that 
the spiritual heart was dying, the in 


gentle friendship, n simple style, un¬ 
obtrusive und quiet manners, a few 
books, a small house full of love, a 
song, & prayer—and the heart Is full of 
peace. Too much—that excess stands 
for the tropics; too little—thut excess 
stands for the arctics of poverty; some¬ 
where between lies the temperate zone 
and the golden mean, where Joy anu 
peace have set up their tents. And, lo l 
dll the happy ones who dwell therein 
have hearkened to these words : “Be not 
anything overmuch.” 


SOME HOUSEHOLD FOES 

CONNECTION BETWEEN PARASITES 
AND DISEASE. 


Iloyal Institute of Public Health Inves¬ 
tigating Disease Responsibility ol 
Various Forms of Life. 

A mun’s foes are flio.se of his own 
household. To be healthy he must live 
alone. His cat—calm, majestic, mys¬ 
terious creature—must be banished. 
Flies must bo killed as soon as they 
appeur, before they reproduce them¬ 
selves in countless millions. Mice must 
die the death. The inmules we do not 
want transipit disease to those we do 
and those we do puss it un to those we 
cannot dispense with, says the London 
Gazette. From the mouse to the cut, 
from Ihe cat to the cow—that is, to the 
beef which lies In the larder—the ele¬ 
ments of disease run their direful 
course, till they enter the body of man 
and make short work of him. 

For this warning thanks are not due 
to the medical press. The Luncet, for 
once at least, is innocent of intention to 
frighten us out of our lives. Responsi¬ 
bility rests with the Royul Institute of 
Public Health. Thut useful body is just 
now making a close inspection of the 
foes of our household. Bottled rats, 
mice, flies, cockroaches and other fear 
some wild-fowl decorate the shelves of 
the new laboratories in Russell Square 
and the workers are engaged in dis¬ 
covering the connection between para¬ 
sites and disease. Some maladies are 
already traceable to 

CRAWLING AND FLYING THINGS, 

but others have to be looked into. Al¬ 
most every animal comes under suspi¬ 
cion. If its honor be no- cleared, we 
can see no future for it. 

The mouse, for instance, is suspected 
of conveying cancer. As It suffers from 
malignant tumor, it may conceivably 
be an uctive agent Of evil. So with 
others. It would be easy to make a 
nice, readable, horrific, nerve-shaking 
article out of the war innocently waged 
on man by the creatures he calls his 
own—the members of his household. 
We prefer, however, to hold our hand. 
The laurels so gracefully worn by those 
weekly tormentors of mankind, the 
medical journal, are not for us. Let it 
be our task to suggest remedies rather 
than dwell with liendish glee on the 
possibilities of evil. 

There comes the rub. How can the 
householder—supposing the charge be 
definitely proved against his mice, his 
cockroaches, and his flies—do more 
than he does at present, and has been 
doing for years, to clear his dwelling cf 
things he never united lo live with 
him ? Mice are his wife's chief terror— 


THE POVERTY OF RUSSIA 


NEW ERA CEGINNINO IN 
ENDED IN DISASTER.

Out ul 1M.tN.9M Population 1ZS.MMM 
Are Poor—Scarcity of For¬ 
eign Capital. 

Until some nine or ten years ago the 
Industries of Russia were confined 
practically to the cultivation of the soil, 
even this being carried on In a hap¬ 
hazard fashion, wrne* a St. Petersburg 
correspondent. Agriculture was the 
only possible industry under the politi¬ 
cal and national conditions which then 
held. Each of the serfs, at the time of 
his emancipation, in 1861, received 
from the Government a strip of land to 
serve as a means of support, the land 
to be paid tor in Instalments. 

These men, then lately set free, had 
little Initiative toward the acquisition 
of modern methods of agriculture, and 
under the primitive attempts at culti¬ 
vation the land did not yield enough 
profit to pay the taxes Imposed by the 
Government, and also support the 
farmer and his family. At the same 
time, this land was a burden of which 
the peasant could not be rid, In order 
to devote himself to becoming skilled 
In some trade. Bound to the soil, the 
peasant met the heavy financial oblige- 
lion imposed by the Government by 
emigrating to the cities during Ihe 
lengthy winter months when the farms 
were necessarily unproductive, and 
there hiring out as a 'driver, servant, 
messenger, or at any unskilled em¬ 
ployment' which he could gain. 

this lime Russia was completely 
lacking in skilled workmen. 

The yesr 1895 witnessed the begin¬ 
ning of a new Industrial era. At this 
time in Russia there were some small 
factories for weaving cloth In the larger 
cities; also scattered efforls at the man¬ 
ufacture of iron. On the coast were 
unimportant industrial cities, whose 
trade was carried on mainly under the 
leadership of German und English 
firms. Neither the capital nor the skill¬ 
ed mechanics of these enterprises were 
Russian, and this served as an excuse 
for the refusal of ttiese foreign Interests 
to move inland when pressed lo do so 
by the Russian Government. 

The foreign captains of industry re¬ 
fused to move too far from the base of 
supplies, true to ihe tactics of all war¬ 
fare. An Inland factory might be closed 
down for weeks for lack of a skilled 
machinist to pateli some temporary 
breakage of the boilers or oilier similur 
mischance. The interior of Russia con¬ 
tinued as a vast furming community, 
the farming being carried on not as a 
means of gain and advancement,^ but 
merely to wring from the soil the bar¬ 
est necessities of living. 

GOVERNMENT AIDS. 

Failing the effort to Induce foreign 
capital to forward the Industrial ad¬ 
vancement of the nation, the Govern¬ 
ment attempted the task under the wise 
and capable administration of Sergius 
Witte, whose profound knowledge of 
economics and of Russian conditions 
made him the mun needed tor such a 
gigantic undertaking. Witte raised 
enormous sums of money In foreign 
countries. The railroads throughout 
the colossal Russian Empire were en¬ 
larged und new ones were built, this 
work necessitating the production of 
supplies, which necessity, in turn, 
caused the founding of factories every¬ 
where. The Iron Industry, one of the 
few native to the country, received ad¬ 
ditional impetus. The mineral interests 
of Russia, rich In coal und ores, began 
lo be adequately worked. 

In five years, from 1894 to 1899. lire 
Russian Government chartered almost 
one thousand stock companies, with a 
cp,p:l.-l estimated at over 81.400.000.000. 
Industrial production increased by 50 
per cent. The steady advancement of 


, DOMESTIC RECIPES. 

Raapberry Sponge.—two boxes of 
raspberries, two cups of augar. Juice ol 
one lemon, one tableepoonful of gela¬ 
tin, the whites of three eggs; wash and 
mash the fruit and put It through a 
sieve, add the sugar and lemon Juice. 
Soak the gelatin In a cup of water and 
when dissolved pour into the mashed 
terries and let it stand until It Is as 
thick as Jelly, then add the beaten 
whites and teat all together. Pour In 
a mould and place on ice. 

Raisin Pie.—One cup of seeded rai¬ 
sins, chopped fine; one cupful of su¬ 
gar; one cupful of hoi water; the Juice 
of one lemon, one egg, one rounding 
tablespoonful of com starch, a small 
pinch of salt. Bake between two rich 
crusts. This recipe will make one large 
or two small pies. I have made my 
raisin pies like tills for twenty years, 
and have never found another recipe 
equal to it. 

Fried Cream. —In a double boiler 
scald one pint of milk, udding to it an 
inch of stick cinnamon. Beat together 
two eggs, add one-quarter of a cupful 
of cold nillk, one tablespoonful of 
flour, two tablespoonfuls of corn 
starch, a quarter of a teaspoonful of 
sail, and a half cupful of sugar. Add 
lo this the scalded milk ((first removing 
tho cinnamon), mix together, return to 
the double boiler, and cook for fifteen 
minutes, stirring frequently. Lastly, 
add one teaspoonful *of butter, two 
tablespoonfuls of blanched almonds 
chopped fine, and one teaspoonful of 
vanilla, and pour into a shallow, 
square pun, which lias been well 
greased.

Factories were closed, mines 
ceased to be worked, blast furnaces 
shut down. Men were thrown out of 
work by the thousands, and the dis¬ 
tress multiplied from day lo day.

unavailing. Millions of dollars have 
been lust, and the country’s industrial 
advancement set back at least fifteen 
years. The present political situation 
in Russia is partly the outcome of these 
Russian versions of "frenzied flnunce."

Rollli- 
eul complications, connected wllh the 
Boxer troubles in China, combined lo 
embarrass tiie Ministry of Finance, 
und. owing to Ihe paternalism ol (lie 
Russian industrial syslein, Ihe private 
hanks of flic empire became involved 
in Ihe diflleullles of Ihe Government. 

The artificial inflation ot Russian 
Industrial values fell like a 
pricked balloon. A terrible (inancial 
panic ensued. In 11101 the loss to llei- 
plum investors alone approximated lo 
83(1.700,IKK). Twelve million dollars 
were lost by the Ministry of Finance by 
Ihe stoppage of building operations tor 
which Ihe Government hud no further 
use. Interests lo the amount ot 81,000.- 
000 . 000,000 (approximately) were closed 
out. Factories were closed, mines 
ceased to he worked, blast turnaces 
shut down. Men were thrown out ot 
work by file thousands, and the dis¬ 
tress multiplied from day lo day. 

The efforts ot Die Government to re¬ 
trieve Ibis situalion were, lh the main, 
unavailing. Millions of dollars have 
been lost, and the country's Industrial 
advancement set hack at least fifteen 
years. The present political situation 
in Russia is partly the outcome of these 
Russian versions of "frenzied finance.' 
■ The present situation is not so much 
a struggle between the Emperor and 
his subjects as the first manifestation 
of ttie spirit of new Russia.

end. A little sawing will soon heat thf 
neck sufficiently lo expand It and loosen 

the stopper. I tmve extricated broken 
stoppers in this way. with nothing tc 
lilt them out by hut a little bit ot seal¬ 
ing wax melted Into the broken sur¬ 
face. Try rubbing .stopper with parat- 
tin wax. 

Transparent Rhubarb.—Gut rhubarb 
into fheces ondffiult tncti long, spread 
on plaies, ami sprinkle with sugar, 
allowing one-halt cup ot sugar to eurli 
cup of fruit. Let ull stand over night. 
In the morning pour off Ihe'juice and 
boil it ten minutes. Drop in the rhu¬ 
barb a small portion at a time and 
cook lender. Remove from the syrup 
as soon ns done to preserve siiape, 
Put into a pretty disii. Pour over (tic 
syrup arid set away to cool. Though 
it lakes longer to prepare rhubarb in 
this way one Is amply repaid by the 
result.

A good tut la to sprinkle a little ult 
on The spongy pert or gills at the sam¬ 
ple to be tiled. It they turn black they 
are wholesome; It yellow, they are 
poisonous. Give the salt a little time 
to act before you decide as to tbelr 
quality. 

Mushrooms a la Creme. — Cut the 
mushrooms in pieces and toes them 
over a brisk fire in butter seasoned 
with salt, a little nutmeg, and one 
bunch of herbs. When they are done 
enough and the butter nearly all 
wasted away, take out the herbs, add 
the yolk of one egg beaten up In some 
good cream; make hot and serve. 

Mushrooms Slewed. — Gather those 
that have red gills; cut off that part of 
the atem which grew in the earth; wash 
and take Die skin from the top; put 
them In o stewpan with some salt; 
stew them till tender; thicken with one 
spoonful butter and browned flour. 

Broiled Mushrooms. — Choose the 
largest sort, lay them on a small grid¬ 
iron over bright coals, the stalks up¬ 
ward. Broil quickly and serve with 
butter, pepper, and salt over. 

Mushrooms Baked.—Pare the top and 
cut oft part of the stalks; wipe them 
carefully with a piece ot flannel or cloth 
and a little line sail. Then put them 
into a baking dish and put a piece* ol 
butler on each mushroom. Sprinkle 
with pepper to taste, and bake for 
twenty minutes or one-halt hour. When 
done serve on a hot dish with the 
gravy poured over the mushrooms. 

Mushrooms Fried.—When peeled put 
them into hot butter and let them heat 
thoroughly through; too much cooking 
toughens them. Season well with but¬ 
ler. pepper and salt. Servo on buttered 
toasl. A teaspoonful ot wine or vine¬ 
gar on each mushroom is a choice 
method. 


CANNING TOMATOES. 

It may be merely u superstition, but 
1 have, always*Imagined that tomatoes 
kept better in till, writes a correspon¬ 
dent. I have a way ut putting them up 
that I prefer to any other, both on ac¬ 
count of Its speed and its ease. This Is 
when I have a large quantity to do up 
at once. We do not like pur tomutoes 
put up with sugar, as we like lo eat 
them all sorts ot ways without any¬ 
thing. or with suit, etc. So when I get 
a sixty-pound box ot tills fruit, I pre¬ 
pare tilings tor a speedy putting ot 
them up. 

1 want a couple ol kellies ot hot wa¬ 
ter. plenty of clean cuns, wax and lids 
handy. A sharp, well-pointed knite, a 
large pan in which to scald the toma¬ 
toes. a clean hoard on the table, and 
several holders or large cloths to use In 
lilting the cans about, are all needtul. 

1 put a layer ot even sized tomatoes 
In the pan. pouj over them just enough 
boiling water to nicely cover, and then 
get ready a second pan with cold wa¬ 
ter. When 1 see that the peel lv.-’be- 
glnning lo loosen, 1 lilt each tomato 
out with a perforated spoon or skim¬ 
mer and transfer It to the water In the 
other pan. Then I turn the hot wuter 
back mto tbe kettle over the (Ire. 1 
have a good steady fire during all my 
operations. 

Now as fast as 1 can do so. I peel and 
cut Into tour pieces all large loinaloes; 
the little ones I can whole. I put them 
as I have them prepared right into the 
cun In which they are lo stay. When 
a can Is lull I set It on the buck of the 
range, and when ttie tomatoes are all 
ready and In the cans, 1 move them 
forward where they will have a chance 
to boil up. If the tomatoes ure all 
small ones. I add u little hot w ater, but 
it they must be cut up, they give 
enough ot uielr own Juicfc. As I pack 
them into the cans, I shake them down 
well to fill all space to best advantage. 
The lids are laid on top when 1 have 
filled a can, so the warmth ot the trull 
from the scalding helps them to a quick

many foreigners imprison them¬ 
selves SECRETLY. 

Out Man Uvad In Chetoa lor Yfers, 
s Hiding From His Own 
Family. 

London is lull of hidden secrets, j f 
whicn the outside world knows nothing 
and among the most curious and dra¬ 
matic of these secrets are those con¬ 
cealed in private prisons, which are 
scattered all over the great city-pri¬ 
sons which are never suspected to be 
anything of the sort by the thousands 
of people who hasten past them from 
one year's end to another, says Pear¬ 
son's Wpekly. 

A great many people think that no 
foreigner who seeks refuge In England 
will ever be given up to the authorities 
of his own country, no matter what 
offence he has corhmitted. This, of 
course, is u delusion. Purely political 
offenders are never surrendered, but 
murderers and other criminals are li¬ 
able to be handed over to their merited 
punishments if they once full into the 
hands of the police. And they know it, 
too. 

So it has been the object of many un¬ 
desirable “strangers in our midst” to 
get safely to London, and then hide 
themselves, and sometimes they have 
decided that they cannot do this unless 
they sentence themselves to whnt 
amounts to nothing more or less than 
perpetual imprisonment. 

PREMATURELY OLD. 

A French nobleman who committed a 
murder in Paris lied to London. The 
police and detectives were on his track, 
and he took refuge in a dreary board¬ 
ing-nouse in Bloomsbury, the proprie¬ 
tor of which was an ex-servant of his, 
who had reason to be grateful to nim, 
and who did not betray him. But the 
murderer dared not venture Into the 
light of duy, nor mingle wim his fellow 
creatures. 

It was given out that he was nn In¬ 
valid. and he kept to his own rooms, 
being waited on only by the master jf 
the house. Year after year dragged by, 
and at last he died, a prematurely old 
and white-haired man. He had cheated 
the guillotine, but the close imprison¬ 
ment to which he hud doomed himself j 
hud killed him at last—that, and the 
terror und remorse which had haunted 
him night and day. 

Some of London's lodging-houses are 
far oflener prisons than outsiders could 
easily suppose. Men and women steal 
Into the great city and wish lo hide 
themselves from the world. So they 
lake rooms in lodging-houses, the land¬ 
lords or “deputies” of which care no¬ 
thing about them, one way or the other, 
as long as tneir rents are punctually 
paid. 

FOUND DEAD IN HER ROOM. 

In a house in Soho, which bus since 
been pulled down, there lived a woman 
who was never known to cross the 
threshold for twenty years, save when 
she stole out now und then at deud of 
night. She lived alone, except for on j 
old woman, who looked after her, and | 
through wnom she carried on her inter¬ 
course with strangers. She was very ! 
beautiful when she first came to her! 
self-chosen prison, and she was very' 
stately to the end. One morning she 
was found dead in her room. Her ser¬ 
vant had fled, and was never found. 

Nothing was ever known about her 
for certain, but it was whispered that 
she was the wife of a very exalted per¬ 
son on tne Continent, that she had 
been treated with horrible cruelty, und 
that she had vainly tried to revenge Her 
self by tuking part in u palace plot 
against her husband. The other con¬ 
spirators hud been put ot death, and 
she had fled und hidden herself in her i 
London prison, terrified lest. If her 
Identity were discovered, she should be 
handed over to her old tvrant.

By the time 1 1 can lift from the 
stove to the board a couple of cans 
ond press the lids down the wax is 
warmed enough to allow of instant 
curving into position. 1 find a bit of 
greased rag held in the hand and press- 
ed quickly around the wax-siring the 
best thing to make sure it is down in 
place at every spot.

I find by this method 
I have fruit so nearly like Hie fresh 
that I can lift It from the Juice and 
serve il In salads, or even slice II and 
so serve.

Packing firmly In the cans/will l'»nve 
even a little extra juice M \the filler 
can. so you need not worry about hav¬ 
ing to Hour extra hot water into the 
cans when they are full.

FLED FROM THE FATHERLAND. 

That was the story, anywuy. Perhaps 
it was true, perhups it wus nothing 
more than u romance. But there was no 
doubt ul uli that u miserable, grimy old 
wretch, who skulked out his life as a 
prisoner ii: u London dosshouse, was u 
Berlin banker, who had netted millions, 
und brougnl thousands to ruin by his 
colussul swindles. His ill-gotten gains, 
fur frbpi doing him uny good, had slip- 
P 1 from his hands like water, and he 
h. ik'd from the Futherlund for ever. 

In London he hud been practically a 
beggar. Pretending to be a helpless 
Clippie, he had taken u wretched room 
in the dosshouse. and made everybody 
believe that il was impossible fur him 
to do more Ilian crawl across fno floor. 
So nobody wondered that he never went 
out, day or night. 

No punishment of the law’s inflicting 
could have been so bad ns the wretched 
existence he doomed himself to; but he 
hud left a daughter, whom he loved,- in 
Berlin. For her sake he wished to 
avoid being publicly branded us a con¬ 
vict. Tnerefore, to escape a German 
prison lie sentenced himself to live and 
die in a far worse one in London. 

All people who so sentence themselves 
however, are not disposed lo surrender 
all Ihe joys of life. Them were soma 
rooms over a largo hall, which was used 
for religious and political meetings. 
These rooms were let to a meek, inof¬ 
fensive old man. who professed to store 
furniture In them. He paid his rent 
like clockwork, and gave nobody n right 
to go into his rooms. No strangers saw 
them for years. And nobody knew 
until long afterwards, thnl during those 
your* Ine rooms were occupied by 

A TRIO OF CRIMINALS, 

for whom the police of two hemispheres 
were vainly seeking. 

To avoid arrest the trio imprisoned 
themselves in Ihe rooms over the hull, 
where their presence was not suspected, 
so quiet and circumspect were they. Bui 
they had ample funds at their disposal, 
and Ihe old mun was their servant, ready 
to do anything for them in return for 
Ine heavy bribes they guve him. There¬ 
fore, while .they had to give up their 
liberty, they found it possible lo enjoy 
a life of luxury und Idleness, which was 
belter than, for example, occupying 
chilly cells und breaking stones at Port¬ 
land. 

It is not only criminals who are self 
doomed to live in private prisons In 
London. A mun hud reasons to hale 
and fear his own wife and ali bis chil¬ 
dren. except one daughter. Helped 
by this daughter, he look u nouse In the 
neighborhood of Chelsea, ond never once 
quilted it for years, until he wus car¬ 
ried out in his coffin. 

In another instance a husband be¬ 
lieved thul a wicked action of his own 
had caused his wife’s death. There was 
no evidence to prove this, ami every¬ 
one thought nim crazy with grief when 
lie accused himself. Finding that the 
luw would not touch him. and tortured 
by remorse, he sentenced himself lo 
a prison of his own devising, and spent 
the remainder of his life In a cheerless, 
poverty-stricken den In the slums, from 
which he refused to emerge lo breathe 
tne free airland enjoy the sunshine. 


MORE COSTLY THAN COLD. 

The value of glass may fur exceed 
that of gold when made up into micro¬ 
scopic objectives. The front lens of a 
micro-objective (costing about 85) does 
not weigh more than about 0.0017 
gramme (which weight of gold is worth 
about one cent), and so the value of a 
kilogram of such lenses would be about 
83.000.000. The cost of the raw material 
for muking this weight of glass is from 
5c to 8c. ond thus, when worked up into 
the shape of a lens, the glass bus been 
increased in value about 50.000,000 
times. Such disparity between the cost 
of the raw material and the manufac¬ 
tured article is probably a record in 
industrial tec .nics.

JERRY-BUILT BRAINS. 

nlnem Scientist Warns Man Who 

Wears a Big Bat. 

What do we mean by “the new phren¬ 
ology”? A lecture delivered by Sir James 
Cricnton-Browne, of London, throw* 
light upon the subject Civtllxetioa, the 
speaker described a* simply “brain¬ 
building on a Mg seal#,” 

For example, e xa mine the liver of a 
low-class savags, and it Is Impossible 
to distinguish it from that of his Euro¬ 
pean brother; but his brain differs much 
in the same way as his wigwam does 
from a. modern dwelling house. “Edu¬ 
cation,” we are told, Is Just supplemen¬ 
tary brain-building, Jerry-building or a 
solid lasting structure, according to its 
kind.’ 

In fact, the brain's development may 
be arrested by Injudicious interference, 
enlarged, extended, adorned by wise 
guidance, or altogether ruined by neg¬ 
lect. “In the brain,” the lecturer de¬ 
clared, “we live and move and have our 
being." 

That being so, how can wa Judge the 
Intelligence Indicated in the individual 
case? The first, and most important, 
criterion, Is mass and weight. Instinc¬ 
tively we associate blg-headednes* with 
mental power. Accurate measurements, 
scientifically taken, confirm the popular 
Impression. 

A striking fact In proof of this was 
given. Not merely Is skull-capacity 
greatest in men of pre-eminent Intellect, 
and in Its average highest In the most 
advanced races, but, taking the same 
race, and watching Its advance In civi¬ 
lization, we find definite Increase of the 
size of the skull keeping paoe, as It 
were, with the higher attainments. But 
then there are curious exceptions. 

Sir James has a orumb of comfort for 
what he calls tho “small-hatted man,” 
and a word of warning for his big- 
hatted neighbor, lest his conceit should 
become Intolerable. Great scholars 
there have been with small heads, tor 
a brain ot small size may contain more 
active “brain-stuff.” 

This brings us to a second Important 
test. The convoluUone or tlsures In the 
brain are deeper in higher than lower 
Intellects. Deep fissures, situated In 
certain regions, may more than com¬ 
pensate tor lack of bulk. But where 
they are placed Is a matter of impor¬ 
tance. 

In fact, the “new phrenology" Is 
demonstrating that the brain Is not 
single organ, acting as a whole, but a 
number of parts freely Intercommuni¬ 
cating. 


THE BENEFIT OF HOSPITALS. 

Bishop of London Draws Lessons From 
The Mystery ot Pain. 

The Bishop of London, preaching on 
Hospital Sunday at St. Mary’s Church, 
Bryanston-square, Marylebone, Lon¬ 
don, said that pain was as great a 
mystery to-day m ever It was; but they 
were learning more and more how bet¬ 
ter to sooth and allay that pain, so that 
at the present time surgeons were able 
to perform most difficult operations by 
Ihe aid of anaesthetics, whilst the per¬ 
son operated upon experienced little or 
no pain. There were many who be¬ 
lieved that pain was sent by God, that 
it was an act of spite on His part be¬ 
cause the persons suffering were not 
Christians. Thut he did not for one 
moment believe, (or God was love. In 
creation. In the sunshine, and in many 
other ways the action of God was in 
direct opposition to cruelty. The fact 
that there were so many living to-day 
was a sign that God desired to spread 
happiness throughout the world. They 
had no right to ascribe pain to’ the di¬ 
rect action of God ; it was the result rf 
Iniquity and the power of Satan. Why 
did Jesus weep it He did not recognize 
suffering as suffering, und pain as 
pain ? 

It was an object lesson to go, as he 
did the other day, into one of the great 
London hoSDitals. and see a noor man 
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distance, the Queen spied a young hare 
in u thicket. and all In a moment. 
"\S death I" she cried, for she could 
take mi oath like a mun, Clod bless her 
and away like the wind she was after 
It, my Lord John following her.

If it were passible to make a com¬ 
plete list of all the casualties of a whole 
vacation season—say from the first of 
July to the first of October—the show¬ 
ing would be so alarming as to shock 
cureful parents and to call Into exis¬ 
tence a host of reform societies.

Acci¬ 
dents are due to definite, material ami 
usually* preventable causes. Tfie Grea¬ 
ter does not deliberately decree lhat a 
certain canoe shall glide out from under 
a certain man und drown him. bul He 
does establish immutable laws which 
the cunoe obeys, and which the canoeist 
also must obey. If he would live. 

On sea or land. In yacht, automobile, 
mountain camp or on foot, the Immiti¬ 
gable laws hold good. Those who ot- 
serve them go free, those who disobe> 
are punished. The need for cure, for 
caution, for common sense Is more ur¬ 
gent In the summer than at other times 
only because it is then that a larger 
number of persons are engaged, for 
purposes of recreation, In doing tilings 
which are new to them, the laws of 
which they have not learned.

*,“" l * m * Uon a public notice like this 
would create I Yet, as matters stand 
us now, a good deal might be written 
that would Justify the headline. 

in the first place, there ts really no 
contract between the Gpvemment and 
the aoldler, such as exists between a 
civilian employer and his workmen. 
Tommy Joins under printed promises 
which, under existing conditions, can* 
not be more than partly fulfilled. Hence 
the discontent we are hearing so much 
about. 

Take the question of “stoppages.” 
Tommy considers it pernicious, and, to 
a certain extent, nobody can blame him, 
seeing that he heard nothing of it until 
he entered the ranks. There are stop* 
pages for clothes, repairs, clubs, etc., 
all of which, presumably, are volun¬ 
tary, but which, as a fact, are compul¬ 
sory. And the soldier never knows be¬ 
forehand when these stoppages are go¬ 
ing to operate. It might be argued that 
Atkins ought to pay for his clothing and 
repairs Just the same as anybody else, 
or, at any rate, assist to. Very well. 
But why should he be compelled to Join 
clubs of which he has no desire to be a 
member ? 

DOMINEERING DISCIPLINE. 

And what a time of it he would have 
if he took it into his head to grumble 1 

Then there is the vexed discipline- 
so-called—when off parade, when away 
from barracks; in fact, military police¬ 
men, who are invariably selected by 
reason of their sour tempers and lack 
of comradeship, have an irritating ha¬ 
bit of frequenting railway-stations and 
other public places, and there, in full 
view of everybody near, ordering sol¬ 
diers to produce their passes. 

Another grievance that every soldier 
would like to see promptly remedied 
concerns the qualification for service 
pay. This service pay is an extra six¬ 
pence, and is awarded—or supposed to 
be awarded—for efficiency. Tommy does 
not complain about the sixpence. What 
he says Is that there is no standard of 
qualification for it. The award rests 
solely with the commanding officers, 
and as one officer may be Just as unlike 
another In his mannerisms and methods 
as are any two average business men 
trading in the same commodity, you 
have a condition of things that is far 
from pleasing. 

<( mie commanding officers make the 
guining of the award practically impos¬ 
sible. For instance, with one officer, In 
order to get this sixpence, a soldier 
must be hie to run five miles. Another, 
equally well known to the writer, de¬ 
mands that the candidate must swim 
four hundred yards with all his clothes 
on. There was actually, in a certain 
regiment, a soldier weuring the distin¬ 
guished service medal who was not 
awarded service pay.

—a grievance which has aroused so 
much attention, and directed so much 
disgust ut the system behind it, that one 
can only hope that it will soon be 
shelved for ever.

THE 42ND HIGHLANDERS 

SOMETHING A BO IT THE FAMOUS 
BLACK WATCH. 

Have Brought Honor to (be British 
Army In Over a Hundred 
Bloody Baffle*. 

No Scottish historian, in describing 
Ihe splendid achievements won tor the 
British Empire in almost every part of 
Ihe world, can well afford to leave out 
of consideration the heroism and con¬ 
spicuous bravery of Ihe 42nd Royal 
Highlanders, wriles the Rev. John J. 
Munro. Although the early history of 
the Black Watch 1* somewhat fragmen¬ 
tary and chaotic, It Is very clear that It 
came Into being through the timely sug¬ 
gestion of‘Duncan Forbes of Culloden. 

After the defeat of the young Preten¬ 
der of the Stuart dynasty In 1715-8, the 
Scottish Highlanders were In a state of 
unrest and sullen rebellion. Armed 
mobs marched from mountain to glen 
In search of plunder, and for a time 
sheep und cattle-stealing became a pro¬ 
fitable Industry among the Highland¬ 
ers. To use a Yankee phrase, Christian 
ethics did not “cut much ice" with Ihe 
clans In those days. Rob Roy’s doc¬ 
trine seemed to have a peculiar fasci¬ 
nation for them—“He who hath the 
power let him keep who can.” In the 
northern fastnesses of Inverness-shire 
every man seemed lo be 

A LAW TO HIMSELF, 

Since the Union of Scotland and Eng¬ 
land in 1707 Ihe Highlanders had little 
or no love for the house of Hanover, 
nor Ihe doings of the British Govern¬ 
ment at home or abroad. George II. 
and his advisers were In a dilemma. 
The one man In Scotland who knew the 
situation thoroughly at this time was 
President Forbes of Culloden. When 
his advice was sought he recommended 
that a constabulary or national guard 
be organized for the protection of life 
and properly in the Highlands. When 
(his was submitted lo tile leading clans¬ 
men they approved of It. Although the 
exact date Is unknown, somewhere In 
the year 1729-30, three companies of 
citizen-soldiers were organized at Inver¬ 
ness and called the “Black Watch" on 
account of their dark-colored clothing, 
to keep the peace of the Highlands. The 
llrst company was formed by Celone! 
Fraser of Lovot, Ihe second by Colonel 
Grant of Strathspey, und the third by 
George Munro, the laird ol Ross, but the 
real organizer was his brother, Colonel 
Sir Robert Munro of Fowlls, n soldier 
of great experience, who had seen ser¬ 
vice under Marlborough on the Conti¬ 
nent. 

The Black Walch soon pul the thiev¬ 
ing clansmen out of business, and won 
for Itself a name all over Scotlund. In 
1740 three more companies were added, 
making them 

TWELVE HUNDRF.D STRONG. 

As soon as George 11. heard of their 
valor and Ihe work they had done in 
stamping out disorder In the Highlands, 
he invited them to London, where he 
could see them for himself. After they 
had given several exhibitions ol agility 
and prowess the King fell In love with 
Ihem, und then had them organized Into 
a regular British regiment ol Ihe line. 
When they were ordered to Flanders, 
where they would see real service, 
about two hundred rebelled and started 
for .Scotland on loot, but were brought 
back by a company ol English Dra¬ 
goons, court-martialed and Iwo of the 
leaders shot and Ihe others pardoned. 

On May 9th, 17-4fj, the Black Watch 
took a leading part at the battle ol 
Fonlenoy, where they were commanded 
by Sir Robert Munro of Fowlls, whose

A POLICEMANS EXPERIENCE. 

British Constable Actor in u Comedy of 
Errors. 

A constable of the K Division ul lue 
London Metropolitan Police, vvlio was 
very tired, was deputed to conduct u 
prisoner to I’ulistow. The two took a 
train from the city. The constable was 
not very young und the cushioned seats 
were comfortable. Besides, the prison¬ 
er was musical, and whistled a seduc¬ 
tive waltz.

One requires an imagination exceed¬ 
ingly elastic before one can credit men 
possessing so short on experience with 
the ability necessury to dissect evidence 
upon which a man stands to lose his 
character. 

“Why not have the law of the land in 
the Army as well as out of it ?" asks 
Atkins. 

Are all the fatigue duties necessary? 
Men who have served in the runks 
answer no—emphatically no. They 
complain that twenty-live per cent, of 
Tommy's time Is tuken up in the dis¬ 
charge of housemaid's duties.

For one moment 1 forgot, and said 
“Good-morning, sir”; then I ran in^ ter¬ 
ror from the room, but not before he 
turned a look of surprise and 'sorrow 
on rne. 

A lillle later I went bock, and found 
his spirit had disappeared, but I could 
not forget the sadness of the look he 
cast ut me us 1 ran away. The. next 
morning I determined to be brave, and 
went In. The master was sitting there. 
I said : “Gopd-morning, sir,” pulled up 
the blinds, and left the room. Every 
morning since 1 have found him there, 
and It is now eighteen months since his 
death. 

The families who rent the house have 
oftvned questioned rne about the tall old 
gentleman whom they sometimes meet 
in the pussage, and I always soy/that 
it is a friend of the old masters,!who 
felt Ids death very deeply, and likes to 
come back. 

One or two young gentlemen who hod 
heard that there was u ghost came dur¬ 
ing the fishing season last year. "I 
never have any luck.” one of them said 
to me. ‘‘1 shall never see tin* ghost.’ 

Just before they left he came to my 
room. . . . 

“Well," he said, ‘‘you s..*e 1 v. ' right. 
I have not seen u ghost "f a ;.:tiost, 
only a gloomy old man- some bend u 
the’ servunts. 1 suppu^—who shuttles 
along the stone corridor." 

I did not say that the “gloomy old 
man" was the ghost he was hoping to 
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Fontenoy, where they were commanded 
by Sir Robert Munro of Fowlls, whose 
singular ladles commanded I lie reaped 
of Marshal! Saxe, the French com¬ 
mander. Colonel Sir Robert Munro, 
who stood six feet six In his slocking 
soles, was a giant soldier. While the 
battle wus In progress lie left his horse 
and went into the midst of his men to 
give personal direction to the flghling. 
The luctlcs used on this occasion were 
those of Sytlnan warriors In the days 
nf Alexander the (treat. The Highland- 
ts .would fall on the ground, then fly 
ut Iheir enemies like u cyclone. All 
through Die battle Sir Robert kept call¬ 
ing to his men, 

"UR AT THEM AGAIN, HIGHLAND¬ 
ERS," 

till one of the best of the French legions 
was almost decimated. 

In 1758 the Highlanders were sent to 
America to take part In the French 
Indian war, The Black W atcli were 
present in full force at Die battle of 
Tlcoiidei’oga,. which lasted from July 
5th to 8th. Through the jealousy and 
stupidity of the English commander the 
Highlanders were sent into ttie woods 
to light the Indians. Instead of being 
Kept in the open, where they could liuve 
met them with cold steel. As a result, 
during those three days one half of Die 
regiment wos slaughtered. Ttie re¬ 
mains of Lord Howe, who was killed 
at this time, were found in the village 
of Tironderoga, and identified about 
llfteen years ago. At that lime I went 
over the battlefield, where so many of 
the brave Highlanders were killed near¬ 
ly a hundred und fifty years ago, and 
wondered tiow any of them ever es¬ 
caped alive. 

In 1808,-Die Block Welch were with 
Sir John*Moflrb ut Corunna, und would 
have conquered hod their allies, the 
Spanish, been ot the same vigorous 
spirit, but the Hlglilunders had to do 
most ol the lighting as usual. hey 
fouvtil ttie Flench six to one, but tlieir 
commander. General Moore, a native of 
Glasgow, was killed, whom “they burled 
at the dead of night, Die sods with their 
bavonets turning. ' From Fontenoy to 
South Africa Die Black Watch fought 
over a hundred bloody buttles, in which 
l hey brought glory to the British arms 
in every part of the world. And the 
monument which was’ unveiled at 
Ticonderoga to their memory on July 4 
is a worthy tribute to tbe brave body 
of Highland soldiers.

A boy, 13 years of one, was ad¬ 
mitted to the infirmary with an ugly 
wound in the wall of his heart, caused 
through the lad falling on u hay fork, 
farefullv following the course of the 
wound, the surgeon sewed up the punc¬ 
ture, and the stitched heart Is now re¬ 
ported to be doing its duty success- 

fU The operation is not quite wholly 
without a precedent, for there have been 
n ^w cases of somewhat, similar nhnr- 
! ar |,8 r in England within the Inst ten 
years. 

| In June. 1003, the surgeons nt the 
London Hospital nccornplislied an op- 
[♦•ration which became famous. They 
placed three stitches In Ihe heart of 
John Long, who had been terribly 
wounded. Though nt first the loon I (\nr- 
I tor gave Long only half an hour to live, 
the operation proved successful, and 
Long recovered. 

Twelve monttts later Dr. Somerville, 
of t.eek. sewed up the wounds in the 
heart of n man who had stubbed himself 
twice with a penknife. Here, again, .4he 
patient recovered. 

\ few successful operations of the 
kind have been reported in Paris, Ber¬ 
lin. and St. Petersburg. In November. 
1903. In Berlin, n doctor extracted n 
bullet from a young girls heart. 


CRATER THIS JAP'S TOMB. 

Left a Letter Decrying Life Before He 
Made the Leap. 

Yamada Nokuma, grondson of Baron 
-Yamada, who committed suicide by 
throwing himself into the Aso volcano, 
left behind u remarkable letter, which 
wus found in his pocket on the edge of 
the crater. 

He wrote: "The strongest will is his 
who can go down to u death that makes 
men shudder even to hear. The cow¬ 
ards to be vehemently denounced are 
the multitude who dare not die, be their 
circumstances what they may. 

“Society is but a battlefield of sorrow 
and suffering, and throughout life men 
are as hungry demons fed on torturing 
scepticism.

“Thinking these things. 1 pass Into 
the smoke of Aso's crater."

Recently quite a number of petitions^ 
have been handed into the council 
asking that electric llgbte be placed In 
certain part# of the town. For the 
information of the pnblic generally, 
and alio thorn wbo have already 
Dttiticned the council, we might say 
the council’s intentions are (judging 
from remark* heard at the council 
board) to go ahead and build the 
electric light plant a* per plan* and 
specification* ; tbsn if tbsrs are funds 
enough left thess outlying sections of 
the town will receive due consider¬ 
ation. 

The amendment of Councillors Gra¬ 
ham and Simpson at the meeting of 
the council Monday evening, to have 
the cost of street watering paid out of 
the general tax, seemed somewhat out 
of tune with the opinion of the 
majority of the counoil. While, no 
doubt, the public generally would not 
object to the cost of watering the 
streets of tbe business section being 
paid out of the general tax (as every 
citizen receives some benefit from that) 
thev would certainly object to paying 
for street watering in residential 
section of the town. The amendment 
was knooked on tho head, and quite 
right, too. 

Now that the drowning season is in 
full swing we observe that most of 
those roscuid from a watery grave 
were “just going down for the third 
time." It is strange now this hoary 
old juvenile tradition about the fatal 
“third time” survives through each 
succeeding generation. It is still com¬ 
monly supposed that drowning persons 
have to go down the regulation three 
times before staying down, and it 
might appear that tho rescuers stand 
there counting the submersions— *• Oue! 
Two! Three!”—And then reach for the 
victim. As a matter of fact people 
may drown the first, second, third 
fourth or any other timeth^y go under 
water according to circumstances. 
And it is hardly likely that the res¬ 
cuers are calm enough to count how 
many times the drowning man has 
sunk.—Brock ville Times. 

Tho town council at its meeting 
Monday evening made reference to tho 
extremely sad accident which happened 
last week at the Grand Trunk Railway 
crossing on Centre Street, otherwise 
known as the “ Selby crossing.” They 
propose taking such steps as will bring 
tho matter before the railway com¬ 
mission and which may ultimately 
lead to the placing of some kind of a 
safe guard at this dangerous point. 
In the past few years several accidents 
of a serious nature have occurred at 
this crossing, and when one considers 
the nest of tra ks which havo to be 
crossed by the travelling public the 
wonder is that accidents do not 
more frequently occur. The council 
should not allow this matter to he 
delayed, but should put forth their 
best efforts to have it brought before 
the proper authorities aud the evil 
remedied.

COPPERPLATE ENGRAVING. 


The Art Won Discovered Through the 
Mercut Accident. 

Every one has noticed on his visiting 
card tho extremely delicate lines of 
his name, and almost every one knows 
that they are produced by printing 
from an engraved copperplate. Like 
many other things of use and beauty, 
this art of copperplate engraving was 
discovered through the merest accident 
by the goldsmiths of Florence In tho 
fifteenth century. It Is a historical 
fact, however, that one day an engrav¬ 
er on gold, wishing to take a proof of 
his work, made the usual sulphur cast 
and then filled up the lines with lamp¬ 
black, thus enabling him to see exactly 
how ills work looked. While occupied 
in doing this It occurred tfo him that 
possibly the same results could lie ob: 
mined by filling up the original en¬ 
graving with lampblack instead of 
making an Impression of It nml tilling 
up that. Htnick with tho idea, ho put 
It into practical use, and with a little 
damp paper succeeded In getting a fair 
impression from the engraving. 

The discovery was communicated to 
other workers in the art, and they 
hailed It with Joy, as It saved all the 
arduous trouble of making sulphur 
easts, but they never saw the full value 
of the discovery, and consequently the 
art of plate engraving lay for almost 
a century before Its true import yus 
discovered aud brought o,\it in all Its 
great and beautiful icsults. Today col¬ 
lectors of plate engravings rave over 
the crude results of earlier times and 
search the world for examples of these 
early masters to mid tp their collec¬ 
tions. Many of these collections have 
been presented to museums, where 
they may bo seen and appreciated by 
the people.

It Takes Mnuy Yearn of Hard Work 
ami Training. 

“When you reflect upon wlmt a chef 
goes through'to complete his education 
it is no wonder that his services com¬ 
mand high prices," said the culinary 
king of a restaurant. 

"The chef," ho continued, “begins ns 
a boy, as aifpronticc to a master. For 
several years he works under the veg¬ 
etable cook. He learns how to make 
mashed potatoes that look like white 
roses, how ^cook and to arrange all 
the vegetables, from the truffles down, 
in a hundred flue and beautiful ways. 
He gets no salary. lie gets only his 
board. 

“Then for a year he studies raw 
meats. He learns how to select them 
and how to cut them up. lie can toll 
at a glance, fof instance, the genuine 
salt meadow mutton from the false* 
Along with this raw meat course goes 
also a study of lisli nml of game and 
of poultry—how to stuff, dress, lard, 
truss, nml so on. 

“Next, for a year, at a small salary, 
he stands before the range, learning 
how to broil, fry, roast and bake. 

“lie now knows the foundation of 
his art and is admitted into the pres¬ 
ence of the chef himself only nssNt- 
nnts have taught him so far. The chef 
teaches him to make soups, pastries, 
ices nml the more complicated pud¬ 
dings and soufllees. Three or four 
years is none too long a time to study 
here. 

“Ten years of hard work should turn 
a quick apprentice info a good chef. 
Such a chef without dlflleulfy earns 
from $21 a week up to $1.10. If he 
gave half as much time to the bar, the 
church or medicine he would earn 
thrice as much.’’

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DANGERS OF DIETING 

UNDERFEEDING LIABLE TO WEAKEN 
HEART'8 ACTION. V

l*rof«**or Alexander Haig, an Eng- 
Ilih dietary expert, has written from 
Xaradon to the medical fraternity of 
Hew York warning Americana against 
the popular belief that the average 
man eats too much. He says that the 
Increasing number of deaths from heart 
failure is largely due to underfeeding. 

The notion that science Is a more 
unerring guide than is nature Is con¬ 
stantly gaining ground. In the good 
old days men drank when they were 
thirsty and ate of whatever they wished 
until their hunger was satisfied. Now 
science condemns such foolishness as 
primitive. It prescribes one glass of 
water one hour before meals and one 
glass one hour after meals—no more, 
no less. If you happen not to be thirsty 
at those times, no matter, drink that 
amount anyway. If perchance you are 
thirsty and would like two glasses you 
must not yield; it is only nature that 
prompts you, and nature is an unsafe 
guide. Or, you may bo “abnormally” 
thirsty at meals; nevertheless do not 
drink then. 

As to our amount of food, we are 
directed to consume so many grams 
of the proteidB, so many grams of the 
carbohydrates and so many grams of 
fat, while we hear learned discourses 
upon large calories and the supreme 
Importance of exactly maintaining our 
nitrogen balance—whatever that may 
mean. 

I have purposely not mentioned the 
precise numbers of grams of the differ¬ 
ent food, elements, for the simple rea¬ 
son that our eminent authorities have 
not yet ugreed upon this important 
point. All give different figures. 

Scientists, however, following the 
lead of Russell H. Chittenden, Ph. D., 
LL. !>., Sc. I>., have pretty well agreed 
that the average man eats twice more 
than he needs. If half his customary 
amount of food does not satisfy him 
it ought to, they say, and it will even¬ 
tually, provided he keeps ou suppress¬ 
ing his natural and therefore unscien¬ 
tific instincts. 

Rut Just here lies a danger. It is 
true that one can accustom himself to 
a much smaller quantity of food than 
that to which he has boon habituated 
and that eventually he will desire that 
smaller quantity and no more, but 
when ho uttalus to tlds condition his 
digestive power will have been re¬ 
duced by one-lmlf. As a result he will 
lose from ten to thirty pounds in 
weight; that is to say, his muscles and 
organs will decrease by so much lu 
bulk und strength. Now, If the heart 
decreases considerably iu strength 
there will always be danger of its col¬ 
lapse, particularly if it be subjected to 
any extra strain, us when one runs for 
a our or rapidly up a flight of steps. 
Excitement alone may' bo fatul to a 
weak henrt 

Rigorous dieting to reduce weight is 
always dangerous. A better plan is to 
work off the superfluous flesh by ex¬ 
ercise. 

Lack of sleep lias a depressing effect 
on the heart, for during sleep cerebral 
circulation diminishes, when the blood 
can devote itself to tho rest of the 
body. 

Eating before going to!bed, partleu- 
lnrly if one is up lute, isrtn good prac¬ 
tice, It being most favorable to thor¬ 
ough body repair that tflte blood at 
night he rich in fiourlshiuent.

Certainly the 
most interesting of the ones that are 
left is the old wooden building that 
served tbe purpose of the first Method¬ 
ist Church lu Canada. This cradle 
of Canadian MethodfotRm stands on 
south shore of Hay 'Bay, a branoh of 
the Bay of Quiute, and is iu a fairly 
good state of preservation. A short 
distance away is Adolpbustown and 
tbe old Loyalist burying-ground. 
where many of the “Empire founders” 
are resting from their labors. 

The first itinerant Methodist preach¬ 
er to visit Adolpbustown was Rev. 
William Lostee, who came to Canada 
from the 8tates in the year 1790. 
Playter says of him : —“Lossee was a 
Loyalist, and knew some of the sett¬ 
lers in Adolpbustown before they left 
the United States He desired to see 
them and preach to them. It was well 
for him that he was a Loyalist, coming 
as ho did from the States, among 
British subjects who had forfeited all 
save honor in the cause of the mother 
country, for tbelr feelings against all 
citizens of the new republic were very 
bitter; and who would blame them? 

However much to-day we boast of 
Anglo-America influence throughout 
the world, and regret the ill-judge 
measures of tbe English Government 
which forced tho American colonies 
to revolt, we revere nevertheless the 
staunch men and women, who, al¬ 
though hoping against hope that the 
people would secure a redress of their 
grievances by constitutional methods, 
remained true to the mothsr country 
through good and ill repute. These 
men and women readily opened the 
doors of their log cabins to Losse, who 
entered on his new field of Labor Feb¬ 
ruary, 1791. immediately he sot him¬ 
self to work to form classes, and on the 
third concession of Hay Bay, at Paul 
Huff's house, he established hie first 
class. Lossee is described as being a 
plain and powerful speaker and his 
congregation increased so fast that 
Paul Huff’s house became too small. 
Accordingly a subscription was taken 
up to build a church; the list bears 
date February 3, 1792, and is still J n 
»xistence. Timber was collected dur¬ 
ing the remainder of the winter, a part 
beiDg brought from the north side of 
the bay on tha ice, and in the spring 
the building was commenced. 

There is an old account book in the 
Bay district, in which Robert Clarke, 
carpenter, credits himself with 12 1-2 
day’s work on the chapel at 5s fid per 
day. Among others who subscribed 
funds toward the erection of thechuich 
were Paul Huff, Peter Frederick, Eliza¬ 
beth RobliD, Win. Casey, Daniel Steel, 
.Joseph EllisoD, Win, Green, Wm. Rut- 
tan, Solomon Huff, Stophel German, 
John Green, Peter Kuttan, Joseph 
Clapp, John Bininger, Conrad Van- 
dusen, Arra Ferguson, Daniel Defoe, 
Andrew Embury Henry Davis and Win 
Ketchhon. Paul Huff gave the laud on 
which to build and ten pounds sterling. 
Peter Frederick was a blacksmith and 
helped in many ways about the build¬ 
ing. Conrad Vanduson gave the lar¬ 
gest amount, fifteen pounds. He had 
been keeping a tavern on the Bay of 
Quinte shore, and when converted by 
Losj-ee took an axe and chopped down 
his sign.

A WOOD SAWING FLY. 

The Tool Willi Which It Makes a 
Cradle For lt« Yonnsr. 

It is marvelous how many of the tiny, 
creatures lit the insect world conceal 
and preserve their eggs. Some will 
deposit them in extraordinary places; 
others will Insert them In the skins of 
living animal-; others, again, deposit 
tlioir eggs where the young grub, after 
coming from the egg, finds food close 
at hand. 

Among tlielast mentioned are In¬ 
sects who bestow great labor in the 
• radio ol their young. The place they 
select is a hard part of a leaf or the 
woody branch of a tree. In this they 
saw out a hole large enough to contain 
their eggs, whence their name, saw 
flies. For this purpose they are pro¬ 
vided with an ovipositor of peculiar 
construction. It consists of two long 
pieces el . ing like u sheath over a 
third. 

In the teuthredo this third piece con¬ 
tains two little saws, each of which has 
been compared to the tenon saw used 
by the cabinetmakers. The tenon saw 
is single, but that of the tenthredo is 
double, consisting of two distinct saws. 
The insect in using them throws out

It Is not enough that i/iur should stuff 
himself; it is all important that lie 
should desire every morsel he eats, 
and this lie will do only if he under¬ 
goes general physical aaul mental ex¬ 
ercise. 1'ood that is ingested, and even 
digested, will be absorbed only by 
those organs that need, it -that have 
been exercised. This fact explains 
why many persons that Hire good ‘ feed¬ 
ers” are yet inadequately nourished. 
If they are brain workers and take no 
physical exercise their brains absorb 
what nourishment they need; the rest 
Is excreted. 

Magnificent as are the results of 
brain work we must bear in mind that 
there could be no result without tho 
co-operation of the body, and that the 
body lu its turn depends primarily on 
the Integrity of its heart, lungs and 
stomach.

The modem -icjyeller who goes by 
the Uganda Hallway from Mombasa to 
the Victoria Nyanza has many wonders 
to store for him. For several hours at 
first, as the line winds quickly upward 
Irom the coast, he may see glorious 
views of the Indian Ocean (the last lor 
a long time to come) and Its beautiful 
bays and harbors. The belt of tonabi- 
taled and cultivated country Is narrow 
and soon passed; palm trees and man¬ 
goes and bananas disappear and give 
place to queer looking euphorbias amt 
yellow flowering aceclas; it Is a dreary 
and waterless land, where little but 
thorns will nourish. 

For many hours he travels through 
a country that reminds him of a well 
slocked farm, or rather of the zoologi¬ 
cal gardens, writes A. F. R. Woolaston 
to the Westminster Gazette. Huge 
herds of hartbeests, zebras and gazelles, 
parlies of wildebeests and ostrehes, bus¬ 
tards and cranes are scattered fur and 
wide over the plain, and if he be lucky 
he may see a herd of giraffes or a fain¬ 
tly at lions.

MOUNTAIN LIES HIDDEN. 

After many years of toilsome climb¬ 
ing through scrub and swamp and 
jungle, always upward, the engine 
Whistles—it sounds like a sigh of re- 
lief—and of a sudden we are plunging 
down from the Kikuyu Escarpment Into 
the Great Rift Valley. It looks, Indeed, 
like a Promised Land, and It is likely 
within a few years, if not to flow with 
milk and honey, at all events to be fill¬ 
ed with cattle and sheep. The climate 
at this altitude of 6,000 feet and more 
above the sea is healthy for Europeans. 
Of all the beauties of the Rift Valley 
there is none that can be compared 
with the lovely and mysterious Lake 
Naivasha. It is hard to believe that this 
is Africa and but a few miles from the 
equator. Naivasha has been likened to 
many different places; one writer was 
reminded of a gloomy Irish lough—per¬ 
haps his visit was in a wet season, or 
possibly it was the snipe to the swamps;

Whether they do it for amusement or 
for the soke of companionship or for a 
bettor protection nguinst their enemies, 
the prowling Hon and leopard, who 
shall say? 

Grant's gazelle, a somewhat larger 
animal with beautifully curved horns, is 
found here, too; hut he is not so tame 
as ttie former, and goes bounding away 
—bouncing is almost the word—os 
though his body were built of springs. 
A few lumbering hart Wests, hideous 
red brutes wilh all the ugly features of 
n cow and of the donkey combined, are 
seen here and there: they trot off until 
they are just out of range, then turn 
around and treat us to an inane stare. 

One morning we came suddenly over 
a low hill and walked Into the midst of 
a herd of zebras. Off they went, fifty 
or more of them, as fast ns they could 
gallop, straight toward a newly strung 
wire fence. Either they did not sec it, 
f." they were too much frightened to 
turn aside; not one of them swerved, 
but al! dashed through the fence, as 
though the wires were cobwebs, and as 
far as we could see not one was dam¬ 
aged In the least. Zebras may be seen 
from Ihe raihvav literally In thousands

n lew miles from Nalvasha, experi¬ 
ments have been made in crossing ze¬ 
bras, but hitherto no very satisfactory 
hybrid has been produced. The pure 
bred animal Is difficult to tame and ol 
very little use as a beast ol burden; but 
a strong hybrid, capable ol restating tne 
many diseases ol the country, would 
solve the horse problem ol East Atrica 
and would go lar toward Insuring the 
prosperity ol the colony. 

Near the southeastern corner ol the 
lake Is an Island, the largest In the 
lake, where we camped lor a time.

(no trampled rheds and the orashings 
and grantings which issue Irom it by 
night. The tangle by the lake shore is 
the haunt by day of many water buck, 
which swim over from the mainland 
and find here a sanctuary from their 
enemies, the lions and hyenas. 

As the shadows grow longer and the 
sun goes down behind the Mau a troop 
of baboons In the rocks begin to 
chatter before they go to bed, and there 
Is a stir among the geese beside the 
lake. Jackals, waking from their long 
siesta, trot over the plain and creep cau¬ 
tiously toward the camps of the natives. 
Something brown appears at the edge 
of the reeds; it is a water buck. At 
first his head and horns alone are vis¬ 
ible, then after a wary look about him, 
he steps out from his shelter and. stop¬ 
ping here and there lo crop a tuft ol 
grass, strolls off lo a favorite saltlick a 
mile away. 

Like the red deer of Exmoor, the wa¬ 
ter buck play havoc in any unfenced 
garden or cultivated ground. They 
love to pull a plant up by the roots, and 
a'ter a single bite (not always that) pass 
on to another. The twilight goes quick¬ 
ly, and In half an hour it is black night. 
There is a croaking chorus of frogs by 
the lake and the “konk" of herons over¬ 
head flying to their fishing. As we 
move toward the camp oiir steps are 
perhaps a little quickened when we hear 
the unearthly howl of hyenas and the 
discontented grunt of a lion. 


POTTED MEAT NOT PRESERVED. 

Manufacturers' Association and Sani¬ 
tary Inspector So Report. 

The following extracts from reports 
of the National Manufacturers' Associa 
tion and Inspector Hedrick, Sanitary In¬ 
spector of the City of Chicugo refute the 
sensational charges made against the 
canned meat packers; 

Our Investigation of tne Canned and 
Potted Meat part of the packing indus¬ 
try showed that the methods used make 
the use of preservatives unnecessary, 
and Indicated that no preservatives or 
artificial coloring is now used by the 
Conned Meat packer. 

The meat is first partially cooked in 
large kettles, then the fat and bone is 
trimmed off and the meat packed into 
tins. The air is then withdrawn with 
vacuum pumps and the cans sealed in 
vacuum.

UNRELIABILITY OF EYESIGHT. 

Geneva Professor Gives a Startling 
Demonstration. 

Professor Clnparede, of the Geneva 
University, Swilzerland, has beon mak¬ 
ing some interesting experiment* to 
prove the unreliability of eye-witnesses 
of an event, and also io prove the great 
deterioration In the powers of observa¬ 
tion due to the high pressure of modern 
life. 

Recently In one of his classes the 
professor brought in a man who was 
masked and his body hidden by a white 
shroud. The “unknown" stayed ten 
seconds In the classroom, made some 
signs and then walked out. 

A few days later the professor asked 
his pupils to pick out the unknown’s 
mask, which was placed, with ten 
others, on a table. Four studenls only 
out of twenty-four, chose the right 
mask, although it differed in color and 
size from- the others. Ten pupils chose 
different ones, and eight confessed that 
they were unable to decide. 

“You see,” said Professor Claparede 
to his class, “how unreliable Is the evi¬ 
dence of an eye-witness of an event, 
even in a law court and on his oath.” 

During further experiments the Swiss 
savant came to the conclusion that not 
one person in nine can give a correct 
description of a man whom they have 
looked at for ten seconds. Women, he 
believes, are much closer observers than 
men.

We 
found that the solder in making the 
cans and in sealing them is all placed 
or* the outside of the cun and does mt 
come in contact with the contents. 

We were informed that much of the 
cause for complaint in canned meats 
was bemuse of the mistaken idea that 
the goods would keep in perfect condi¬ 
tion after tncy had been opened. This 
would be the fact if they were preserv¬ 
ed with chemiculs. but os they are on'y 
kept in condition because of being seul- 
ed in vacuum tins they spoil just as 
readily as fresh meats do after they 
have been opened and exposed to 'he 
nil-, but will keep Indefinitely If the 
can is not punctured. It Is also a well- 
known scientific fact that decaying meat 
generates n gas which will explode any 
! puckage which is hermetically senled. 

Sanitary Inspector Hedrick submitted 
! tr* Commissioner Whalen his nnalysis

BOMBS IN CZAR’S GARDEN.

K ’-at puluee of several bombs filled with 
nainlte. The excitement und dread 
ire indescribable. It was obvious 
that the bombs must have been placed 
there by some one conmcted with the 
palace, either us officer, guard, or ser¬ 
vant, and everyone equally was under 
suspicion. Gen. 1 repoff, the comman- 
dunt immediately put in motion all the 
machinery of his olflce to discover the 
culprit, but thus fur without result. In 
the meantime the person of the Czar ‘s 
being more rigidly guarded than ever, 
if Increase of precaution Is possible. 


92,000 ROUBLES STOLEN, 

The Times' correspondent at St. 
Petersburg cables as follows During 
the outrage perpetrated on Wednesday 
at Hie Admiralty two porters, currying 
92,000 roubles to \puy Ihe dockyard 
hands, were shot inside the main en¬ 
trance, and the money was taken by 
the ussallunts who coolly decamped, 
pussing a strong force of police ut the 
gules. One of them told the policemen 


to hurry Inside the building, saying, 
^There's murder afoot there.’” The po¬ 
lice ran Inside, and the assailants, 
escaped. The porters were seriously 
Injured. The police have warned all 
the banks to arm employees and keep 
watch on all strangers, as it Is known 
that another robbery has bAn planned. 


TROUBLE IN THE FLEET. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg says: 
There are rumors of renewed troubles 
In the Black Sea fleet. It Is said that 
mutinous sailors at Sebastopol were dis¬ 
covered sending wireless messages to 
the crews ol five warships on the Cau¬ 
casian coast. It is feared that the lat¬ 
ter will seize Ihe ships. 

Grand Duke Nicholas Nlcholaiovltch, 
commander of the guards corps and 
the troops In the military district of 
St. Petersburg, has tendered his resig¬ 
nation to the Emperor on account of the 
Preobrainsky affair, but hts Majesty 
declined lo accept It. 

The police have not found any trace 
of the men who robbed Assistant Cusn- 
ler Gasperovich, of the Admiralty, on 
Wednesday, but there Is reason to be¬ 
lieve that they were former workmen 
from Port Arthur, who turned revolu¬ 
tionists on account ol the treatment to 
which they were subject there. 


DIED OF HIS WOUNDS. 

A despatch from Sebastopol soys: 
Vice-Admiral Choukln, commander of 
the Black Sea fleet, who was shot on 
Wednesday, supposedly by a sailor of 
the battleship Otchekoff. died on Thurs¬ 
day morning, without having regained 
consciousness 


GENERAL SHOT IN CZAR'S PARK. 

A news agency despatch to I.ondon 
from St. Petersburg says that Gen. 
Kozloff. of the heudquurtcrs staff, was 
shot and killed with a revolver in the 
Czur's park ut Peterhof, on Saturday. 
The assassin was arrested. He was 
well dressed. So far he has not been 
identified. Gen. Kozloff was in no way 
connected with the political ugitation. 
The motive for the murder Is as myster¬ 
ious as the assassin's entry into the 
closely guarded park. The St. Peters¬ 
burg correspondent of the Times, In 
reporting Dies booling of Gen. Kozloff, 
suys he hud the misfortune to resemble 
Gen. Trepoff In personal nppearanec. 
Gen. Kozloff was a well-known military 
writer. The murderer carried u photo¬ 
graph. at which he gazed attentively 
before firing, as If comparing It with 
Gen. Kozloff. It was u picture of Gen. 
Trepoff.

Your lnvllatlon to Ills Majesty the 
King lo visit thU part of hU dominions 
was duly forwarded to Buckingham 
Palace. That it wouid be a source of 
great rejoicing in Canada 11 His Majes¬ 
ty would favorably entertain the invi¬ 
tation Is coniirmed by many similar 
addreoses adopted In ..Ihe several pro¬ 
vinces, cities, and towns, all express¬ 
ing the hope that his Majesty may 
honor us with another visit. 

It is very gratifying lo note that 
Canada continues to enjoy a prosperity 
rurely equalled In the hUlory of na¬ 
tions. The volume of exports and Im¬ 
ports during the year Just closed ex¬ 
ceeds that of any previous record. The 
revenue also shows a remarkable in¬ 
crease, the receipts on account of con¬ 
solidated lund having doubled In thd 
last ten years. 

The large number ol private bills 
lhat have received approval, having lor 
their object the incorporation of rail¬ 
way and oilier industrial enterprises, 
affords additional evidence of the gen¬ 
eral prosperity prevailing over the 
Dominion. 

The stream of Immigrants seeking 
homes in the Western provinces con¬ 
tinues lo How in increasing volume, 
and- owing io the favorable conditions 
now existing in Alberta and Saskatche¬ 
wan their vacant lands are being 
rapidly taken up. 

ACTS OF PUBLIC UTILITY. 

Several Acts of great public utility 
have been added to the laws in the 
session now drawing lo a close. Among 
llie number, I am glad lo note : 

An Act for the better obsei-vance of 
the Lord's Day. 

An Act in restriction of usury. 

An Act to secure the better marking 
of fruit. 

An Act requiring that certain articles 
containing a proportion ol gold and 
silver when ollered (or salt should be 
honestly murked. 

An Act reluting to Immigrants and 
Immigration, which, among other pro¬ 
visions, will enable the authorities to 
deport undesirable persons. 

it is earnestly to be hoped that your 
example In passing the Act setting 
apart large areas (or loresl reserves 
will be followed by those provincial 
legislatures having Jurisdiction over 
their public domain, and thut a system 
ol re-forestration may be adopted in 
all parts of the Dominion, thereby pre¬ 
serving the unllorm (low ol our rivers 
und ol our valuable water powers. 

In view oi the many important Acts 
passed and of the numerous amend¬ 
ments made to existing laws during 
this session, It has been deemed expe¬ 
dient to stay the Issue of the volumes 
ol the revised statutes. In order that 
the recent legislation may be embodied.

The tragedy was the result of a 
man’s life devoted to whiskey and lo 
abuse of hi* wife. Her recriminations 
led to bitter quarrels, which grew so in 
frequency that Robert, the son, left 
home and boarded with neighbor*.

Three Special Policemen, 

A despatch Irom New York fays; 
Eight Morey* above Ihe si reel, on n 
ilimsy llooring of planks luitl across 
girders. nearly a hundred union Iron 
workers employed cm a ImM building 
going lift at 59lli street and 5blh avenue 
on Wednesday attacked 11 1 roe special 
policemen kept there to prevent trouble 
between the union workmen and non¬ 
union workmen employed on the same 
building. One of the special policemen, 
Michael Butler, was fatally injured, 
having sustained n fracture of the skull, 
a broken leg und internal injuries. The 
oilier two men were severely bill not 
fatally hurl. Later one of them identi- 
lied tour of the union iron workers who 
had attacked him. and ffley were ar¬ 
rested. The three policemen, Butler, 
John Cullen tmd Wm. O'Toole, were set 
upon just before the noon hour.

20,000 MEN CUT OFF. 

Haldane's Proposed Sweeping Reduction 
of British Army. 

A London despatch says ; The Gov¬ 
ernment's long-looked-for slutemerit on 
army reform was mude In the House of 
Commons on Thursday. Mr. Richard 
Iturdon Iluldane. Secretary for War, 
announced Ihut it was proposed to re¬ 
duce the army by 21I.OUO regulars. Pre¬ 
facing his statement, Mr. Haldane said 
Ihut there was no member ot Ihe House 
who did not regurd Hie state ot Hie 
national forces us highly unsatisfac¬ 
tory. He regretted the cost and the 
crushing burden ol armaments, und 
thought that Hits greut, rich, and pow¬ 
erful country might tuke the lead in 
reduction. He suld lliul the proposal 
was to make, a lHi'ge reduction ot men 
und cost, and yet leave Ihe army, ns a 
fighting organization, improved and 
strengthened. There would he no reduc¬ 
tion In Ihe cavalry. 

It was proposed, Mr. Iluldane con¬ 
tinued, to have on expedition force 
of 150,000 men mobilized in Hie event of 
war and capable of expansion or re¬ 
duction, so lliul il oilier notions should 
reduce their forces Great Britain could 
do the same, without impairing Hie effi- 
ciency ot the army. It was proposed to 
withdraw two battalions from Malta, 
one from Gibraltar, and one from Cey¬ 
lon. 

There would be no reductions in In¬ 
dia under the proposed new arrange¬ 
ments. Fifty-two battalions will be 
maintained there, as ut present, but Ihe 
colonies hereutter will hove 25. instead 
of 32 battalions, and Greut Britain 69, 
instead ot Ihe present 72. 

Mr. Haldane said he wished he could 
see the day when Ihe curse nf wor 
would be no longer existing; bul until 
thut time came, the only thing to be 
done was to see that every penny spent 
on the army was spent in obtaining 
fighting efficiency. 
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HARVEST PROSPECTS GOOD. 

Never Better Since Beginning of Grain 
Cultivation In West. 

A despatch from Montreal says: The 
Molsons Bank received from the man¬ 
agers ot Its branches Ihroughoul Hie 
country u very full report upon the con¬ 
dition ot the crops in Ihelr sections. 
The Molson's Bunk reports number 
about a dozen from Hie Province [ 
Quebec and three dozen from Ontario, 
besides a large number from Manitoba 
and the Northwest. 

The manager ot the Winnipeg bronch 
summarizes Hie 135 reports he received 
from different purls ot the West as fol¬ 
lows:— "Never Since the beginning uf 
grain cultivation In Western Canada 
have Hie prospects for an abundant har¬ 
vest been more encouraging than they 
ure this year."

About the Farm 


CHICKENS IN HOT WEATHER. 

If the best result# are desired, grow¬ 
ing chicks should have proper care and 
attention during the summer months, 
writes Mr. H. E. Haydock. It Is Im¬ 
portant that clean and comfortable quar¬ 
ters be provided tor them. Coops so 
pluced as to get the sun In the morning 
and shade In the afternoon will be found 
desirable. This will prevent the coop 
from getting so thoroughly heated os lo 
make It uncomfortable at night. Habit 
Is strong In chicks and they will return 
eo an overheated or full coop, when they 
should be more comfortable and roomy 
quarters. They may not die If left to 
themselves; they will probably take lo 
the fence or trees lo escape from such 
a coop, but they will pay the''penalty 
In poor growth, lack of vigor and weak¬ 
ness, either at that time, or later in life, 
for this lack of care on the owner's part. 

It Is well lo remember that chicks 
grow fast and a coop that had been 
plenty large enough lor brood when 
young, will soon become too small, and 
overcrowding and'in consequence Injury 
to their health and growth will result. 
More room should be given at once If 
overcrowding Is noticed, either by pro¬ 
viding larger coops or dividing the 
broods, If coops end brooders are 
cleaned frequently, little reason will be 
found to complain of that great pest, 
lice, which otherwise might be the cause 
o< weakness and Blunted growth. Not 
only It Is important that tne coops be 
kept clean, but the ground In their im- 
medinte vicinity should not be ullowed 
to become foul. 

It will be found best to give growing 
chicks as much range ns possible! If 
necessary to coniine them, have ns large 
yards as can be provided. (Jocks should 
be fed from Ihe older fowls. If all 
are fed together. Iney will be apt to get 
an Insufficient umount of. food and the 
older fowls will receive too much and in 
consequence, become too fat. The chicks 
seem to get plenty of grain, on account 
ot their activity, but when one thinks 
that this activity Is In u great measure 
caused by their having to dodge the 
pecks of older fowls, It will be seen 
that they are not allowed to pick up as 
much food as they have the appearance 
of doing. Regularity In feeding Is an¬ 
other Important matter. If chicks ore 
fed at certain times when on free lunge, 
It will be found that they will be near 
or about the feeding place ut the time 
and all will share alike, whereas .if they 
are led any old time, some may hove 
wandered off In search of bugs und in¬ 
sects and therefore miss llielr portion. 

While 1 consider that after a certain 
age a mash fed to the growing chicks 
Is a help to their development, If given 
for a change and In moderation. It will 
be found best lo coniine oneself In the 
main fo dry feeding, us In the earlier 
stages of a chick's life. 

One of the most Important things to 
he considered during Ihe summer Is Ihe 
water supply. The water should be kept 
in some vessel or fountain Dial will pre¬ 
vent the chicks from walking In If, cr 
else the water should be chunked fre¬ 
quently. The fountain should of course 
always be placed In u shady spot and 
the water cnanged often. 

It Is well lo remember In raising pure¬ 
bred fowls Dial a growing chick, as it 
nears maturity, will In a measure molt 
gradually, so that it does not do lo con¬ 
demn o chick ut once for n few darker 
lor lighter feathers than standard, ns 
these will be In all probability replac¬ 
ed by Ihe right eolored feathers when 
the chick reaches maturity.

COLD BATHS. 

Should young girls take cold baths T 
This 1* a question many physicians are 
asked, and It Is variably answered, 
though the majority ot doctors are 
agreed that the benoflt derived from 
them depends entirely upon the consti¬ 
tution of the Individuals. 

One physician who endorses cold 
baths declares that they cannot I* 
taken indiscriminately, and should 
never be attempted by a girl who is 
not strong physically and whose nerves 
are not capable of standing the aliock 
and quickly reacting. 

A cold bulh taken In the morning Just 
alter rising Is an excellent tonic, shs 
said, lor a girl In robust health. And It 
she Is used lo them there Is no reason 
why she should not continue them 
throughout the entire year, even on the 
coldest days in winter. Ot course, I 
would not advise any one to stay in cold 
water longer than Is necessary lo wet 
the body all over, tor to become chilled 
through Is neither comfortable nor con¬ 
ducive to strength. In a sbower balh 
every part ot the body is wet In a tew 
seconds, while with a sponge It may 
take from one to two minutes, but 
three minutes should be the limit. Alter 
which, a brisk rubbing with a course 
towel should create a glow that flushes 
the flesh a rosy pink, sends the blood 
tingling through the veins and gives a 
delightful reaction that often makes the 
bather perspire. 

Should a girl after gelling out of a 
cold bath feel chilled and following a 
hard rub continue to be cold, she should 
realize that Ihe cold water is too severe 
for her and should not attempt It again. 
For, instead of being a benefit and 
making her strong, these baths will 
have the opposite, effect, and frequently 
result In illness!’tor the shock lo the 
nerves is too severe. 

I know ot one young woman who de¬ 
termined to accustom herself to taku 
cold baths each morning. Physically 
she had not enougli energy to stand 
them and suffered with cold tor hours 
after; but she persevered In the prac¬ 
tice (or six months until she grew 
weak and very ill and has never entirely 
recovered. 

There is really no way I can suggest 
that a person can tell whether or not 
cold baths are good lor them, except by 
the glow and bodily warmth trial should 
follow. I think it the finger nails look 
blue and Ihe body Is covered with goose 
flesh after the hath that it Is loo stren¬ 
uous. 

As to the method of taking baths, 1 
believe that a needle, shower or spong< 
best, for few ere strong enough tc 
stand u plunge, and os to sitting ol 
standing In a tub of cold water, I 
would saw unhesitatingly triut ft is un 
wise, for It tukes too much animal hea 
and results Jn a loss of energy that li 
unnecessary. Frequently those who an 
not strong enough to take u cold watei 
bath as it comes from Ihe splg(|l wll 
find It immensely bcneltclal when u bat 
ot salt Is placed In 111* tub; or by taklnt 
the chill off with Ihe addition ot warn 
water, the bath will still be practicull) 
cold, tor the temperature will be mucl 
colder than Hie body.

There is much 
speculation as to whether his cross 
will tic taken from him. hut apparently 
the Government is anxious In allow Ihe 
whole Dreyfus matter to die out as 
quickly as possible.

Wearers of spectacles can frequently 
tell when a change in the eyes hos oc¬ 
curred. necessitating a corresponding 
change in Ihe glasses, by Ihe coming 
buck of these attacks- of giddiness, es¬ 
pecially when the gaze is suddenly 
moved from a neur object to a remote 
one or the reverse. 

Vertigo is a common symptom of dis¬ 
orders of digestion seated either In Hie 
,stomach or the intestine. The treat- 
merit for this form is, of course, to treat 
Ha; indigestion or constipation. 

Another more serious variety of dizzi¬ 
ness depends upon disease of the heart 
or of the blood-vessels, especially those 
of the bruin. 

Any disease ofrthe ear is apt lo be as¬ 
sociated with more or less vertigo. The 
same is true ot tumor or other disease 
u l the brain, especially of Ihe cere¬ 
bellum—that part of Ihe bruin in whleh 
Ihe centre of equilibrium is situated. 

The dizziness of .seasickness, as well 
as that of swinging or of rapidly turn¬ 
ing about, is thought lo be caused by un 
Irritation of Hie nerves In the semi¬ 
circular canals by hie striking against 
them of the fluid in these cnimls.—
